Philadelphia, June 1. — Several bun 
Jred special policemen, half of them 
a motley crowd from downtown dis- 
tricts, were sworn in today In an ef- 
fort to obtain 2,060 special police- 
men today. Three hundred riot Vic- 
tims are in the hospital. 

Subway and elevated employes 
were called out today on a strike. 
Strike breakers were used later. 
Rioting in Kensington was resumed 
this morning. At the League Island 
navy yard, 20 sailors clashed at the 
gates of the-yard early today. Shot* 
were fired but none was hurt. 
Marines drove the sailors Inside the 
yard. 

Declaring they had been brought 
here under false pretenses, 50 strike 
breakers deserted today. They were 
sent back to New York. According 
to theee men a detective agency hired 
them', understanding their services 
were required to start a new road 
Trouble l.a-t Night. 

Bidding open deflance to ail au- 
thority-' and attacking policemen with 
stones aud clubs and revolvers, riot- 
ous mobs numbering In some cases 
as many a* 20,060 persons, created 
a reign of terror In the northeastern 
section of the city last night.

In Ms speech before the senate ad- 
vocating a return of the war tax on 
manufactured tobacco and an Increase 
in the site of packages. Senator Bev- 
eridge eays that in 1897 there were! 
393 Independent factories, as com- 1 
lured with 180 today. The value of 
the Industry U 1331.117.681. Nearly 
one million acres are devoted to the 
raising of leaf tobacco, the value of 
which as a farm product is $50,000.- 
OOO to $75,ff(M>,000 annually. There 
are 491,812,649 pounds of leaf to- 
bacco used In this country today, 
compared to 210.466,338 In 1906. 

The suggestion was made in fiscal 
court that the ocrunty should take 
better and greater precautions against 
being swindled on claims, and imme- 
diately someone proposed a new of- 
fice, that of auditor, to protect the 
county. The proposal possibly was 
innocent enough, but it indicates 
bow our multiplicity of offices came 
about. Some official takes advantage 
of hi- opportunity to steal public 
funds. Then another office Is created 
"to watch him.” Some time, maybe, 
a new officer la required to 'watch 
that one, and so on, Indefinitely. 
We have too many municipal, county 
and state offices now. 

RATS. 

According to the biological expert 
of the department of agriculture, 
rata eat up property to the value of 
llO'e.OOO.'O'OO every year. Paducah, 
like most cities. Is undermined by 
rats, and every merchant realizes the 
part he contributes to this enormous 
sum total. Rata were once our 
scavengers; but the densely popu- 
lated municipalities cannot depend on 
rodents to look after the scavenger 
service. People dwelling so near to- 
gether roust keep their premises 
clean. Rata are common carriers of 
disease breeding germs, and are 
wholly unnecessary In the economy 
of any modern community. It Is es- 
timated that one pair of rata In three 
years will produce a line of descend- 
ants, aggregating 20,000. Thus do 
they pro pa (sate and rob US, while we 
do nothing to stop them.

Mack Lee, Jiffin 
Scribner, Frank Scribner, Ed Johnson 
and L. lmpson for the killing of K.

some one from the outside, through a 
window, the assassin escaping in the 
darkness. Mr. Putnam was the town 
marshal at Allen, and on or about 
December 1, last, shot and almost in- 
stantly killed Clarence Lee, a prom- 
inent young Indian oRiaen of this 
tton, who was resisting arrest for the 
violation of a town ordinance. He 
was a brother to Mack Lee, one of 
the defendants herein. Dan Scribner 
Is the only one that Is now on trial.

Others may givo 
him their advice and be may listen 
to what they have to say, but It 
should never bu that anyone should 
be permitted to influence Judiciury 
appointments on political grounds 
alone. Also as a citizen I have the 
highest confidence in Mr. Taft's abi- 
lity as a lawyer and a former mem- 
ber of the bench to pick out the best 
men."

In view of the fact that his col- 
league, Justice Brower, recently 
made a speech deprecating large ar- 
maments and favoring international 
arbitration. Justice Harlan was 
asked his views on the subject. He 
indicated hia desire not to be placed 
in a position antagonistic to Justice 
Hrewor. "But I don’t mind repent- 
ing what I blurted out at the Naval 
League dinner not long ugo," ho re- 
marked. “That was, that we should 
have In each ocean, the Atlantic and 
tho Pacific, a fleet large enough and 
powerful enough to cope with any 
other nation on earth. These fleets 
should be kept each In its own oceau 
and the government should not be 
obliged to send ships way down 
around Jtouth America. That's my 
idea of an aid to peace."
